U.S. UFOs Reported in Foreign 
Newspapers

UFOs are not just a modem mystery. They have 
been seen, monitored, recorded and investigated for years 
and years. Many of the early cases remain unsolved in the 
same manner current-day cases are unsolved. And the 
experts of the time were baffled by the reports. Those 
reports were candidly reported in the newspapers of the 
world. Especially interesting is the coverage by foreign 
newspapers. They seem to innocently report more details 
than the U.S. newspapers. Look what they were saying 
about the time of the Roswell incident. 

FLYING SAUCERS PUZZLE U.S. 

Planes to Chase Mystery Discs 

From the London Daily Telegraph, July 7, 1947 

War Department experts are still puzzled by the 
mysterious “flying saucers” which have been seen by 
hundreds of people in 30 states from California to Nova 
Scotia. No reports have yet been received from intelligence 
officers. 

For more than two weeks these luminous discs have 
been seen crossing the horizon at estimated speeds of up to 
three times that of sound. (Speed of sound varies from 680 
m.p.h. at sea level to 760 m.p.h. at 30,000 ft.). 

A photograph taken by a Seattle coastguard shows a 
light colored almost round spot. At Muroc, California, a 
fighter plane is standing by to give chase should a “flying 
saucer” be sighted. In Oregon six planes are ready, equipped 
with gun and telescopic cameras. 

Capt. Tom Brown, of the United States Army Air 
force Public Relations staff, said here today that although all 
reports had been checked for ten days without result it was 
decided that there was “something to them.” “They are too 
widespread to be without foundation.” 

“However, we do not believe anyone in this country 
or outside it has developed a guided missile that will go 
1,200 m.p.h., as some reports have indicated. We are not 
engaged in any tests or experiments that might explain this 
mystery. We do not know anyone in or outside the 
Government who is. Our guided missile scientists are as

UFO Activity over South Eastern 
Colorado

Over the past four months we have had quite a bit 
of activity down here. All of these sightings are still under 
investigation. We might have an explanation for one of 
them. 

On Sept 2 at about 11:11 p.m. a man was talking to 
his fiancee on the phone. This was near Florence, Colorado 
in Coal Creek. A brilliant light lit up a cloud for about 5 
sec. and then moved in an X pattern in the cloud. He said 
the object was extremely large. He said that it caused 
several seconds of static in his cell phone line. The object 
then shot off to the SW towards the San Luis Valley. 
Afterwards he heard a lot of animals reacting. Dogs were 
barking, horses were neighing, coyotes were yipping, ect. 
More than two months later when I interviewed him he said 
he still has trouble with his eyes while driving at night. 

On Sept. 7 at about 9:00 p.m. a large long dark 
rectangular UFO flew over the house of an Assistant 
Principal at 500-700 ft. The object was lighted on both 
ends, but didn’t resemble the navigation lights on any plane. 
It was completely silent. 

A Colorado Springs Police Officer thought he saw 
two military aircraft doing weird maneuvers that night over 
the Springs. I haven’t been able to contact him yet. James 
Carrion and Clifford Clift investigated this one. 

On Oct. 7 at about 11:30 p.m., again in Coal Creek, 
Colorado, the same man was outside smoking and saw a 
boomerang shaped object with six “white fuzzy lights”, 
sitting to the west over Canon City. He said he could barely 
make out a shape in the near full moonlight. After the event, 
there were again animal reactions. 

On Dec 14. we got a report of a UFO landing South 
of Colorado Springs on Oct 23. Actually the witness felt 
there were three UFO landings, but he could only point out 
one landing location. The site was on top of a small hill 
overlooking 1-25. The area was brightly lit by the UFO. 
There was evidence of some damage to the UFO. Several 
cars had pulled off of 1-25. One vehicle was driving towards 
the UFO on a frontage road.

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US UFOs Reported in Foreign Newspapers (Continued from page 1) 
puzzled as we are.” 

Two United Airlines pilots have told how they 
followed a strange group of circular objects but could 
not say whether they “simply out-sped the plane or 
disintegrated.” The pilot and stewardess of another 
plane kept a group in sight for 12 minutes. Mr. 
Lillenthal, Chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, said today that the discs were not 
connected with atomic experiments and astronomers 
said they are unlikely to be of meteorological or 
astronomical origin. 

FLYING SAUCERS INQUIRY REPORT 

No U.S. Services Test Responsible 

London Daily Telegraph, July 8, 1947 

An official statement was issued tonight by the 
Army Air Force on investigations made into reports 
from all parts of the United States that unidentified 
objects, described as “flying saucers,” have been seen 
flying at high speeds and various altitudes. 

It said that intelligence officers had been 
investigating reports since July 2. The statement 
added: “No such phenomena can be explained by 
experiments carried out by the United States Army Air 
Force. A number of statements are now being 
compiled and examined. 

Military planes patrolling the Pacific Coast, 
with photographic equipment have reported negative 
results. Navy and atomic energy officials have also 
disclaimed any experiments which could be 
responsible for the appearances. 

The number of states in which the elusive 
“saucers” are stated to have been seen has risen to 39, 
the latest being New York, New Jersey and 
Massachusetts. 

The phenomenon has also spread to Canada 
where many people in Western Ontario have reported 
seeing two large formations of discs moving across the 
sky in a wide arc. Estimates of size vary from six to 
eight inches to the proportions of a five-roomed house. 
Most observers describe the objects as luminous. 

Some insist that they emit varicolored fire. 

FLYING DISC ON U.S. RANCH 
Air Force Report 

London Daily Telegraph, July 9, 1947 
The United States Army Air Force at Roswell, New 
Mexico, in which area the first atomic bomb was 
tested and where the Army is testing new rockets, 
today announced that a “flying saucer” was found last 
week. It was inspected at the airfield before being sent 
to “higher quarters.” 

The statement said: “Yesterday an intelligence 


officer of the 509 Atomic Bomb Group of the Eighth Air 
Force at Roswell gained possession of a flying disc 
through cooperation of local ranchers and the sheriffs 
office. The object landed on a ranch near Roswell last 
week. After inspection the disc was loaned to higher 
authorities.” 

Only an intelligence officer, the officer 
commanding the airfield and the rancher have seen the 
disc. 

Earlier Dr. O. J. Zohn, guided missile expert 
attached to the Naval Laboratory, said he and two fellow 
scientists saw a “saucer” on June 29 near White Sands, 
New Mexico. When he reported it to the Army all he 
received was “knowing smiles.” 

FLYING SAUCERS NOW SEEN IN CHINA 

The Bangkok Post, July 15, 1947 

“Flying saucers” that have been puzzling the 
American public for the past fortnight now appear to have 
invaded China. A staff member for the Anshan steel 
factory in Central Mukden said Sunday he saw over eighty 
flying saucers Thursday night. He said they appeared to be 
four feet in diameter, round in shape with some light spots. 
They were shooting through space from northeast to 
southwest disappearing eventually at one minute intervals.

After I met the witness about two 
months later, we looked all over 
the site. I could see no evidence 
I of a landing. There was one area 
of slightly discolored ground, but 
"",.1 think this had more to do with 
the demolition of a building on 
* the site than anything to do with a 
UFO landing. Nowhere was there any evidence of crushed 
plants or brush. It had been nearly two months since the 
“landing”, so weather and wind might have affect the site. This 
case needs a lot more investigation. 

Nov. 4, right outside of Coal Creek about 7:30 p.m. 
Same witness as before, with two additional witnesses, a 
mother and her son. First a bright light appeared for a few 
seconds, then blinked out. Immediately four other identical 
lights switched on for about 5 seconds. 

We may have an explanation for this. Space Station 
Astronauts have observed bright lights appearing in the Aurora 
for a few seconds during high solar activity. On Nov. 4 we 
experienced an X-28 solar flare. The largest ever observed in 
history. The solar flare occurred 9 hours before the sighting. 
The brunt of the storm takes about 19 hours to reach earth. 
(Actually it can take days, but these powerful storms seem to 
have fast moving particles.) In checking the proton flux, there 
are indications of a higher count. Since the moon was up, but 
not quite full, the Aurora would have been washed out, but not 
the bright lights.

COLORADO SPRINGS SIGHTING

On September 7, 2003, three family members 
saw an object drift slowly over the top of their home at 
about 9:10pm, Sunday evening. They called MUFON and 
reported the sighting. James Carrion, lead investigator, 
and myself, Clifford Clift, drove to Colorado Springs to 
investigate. Ed Burke, local MUFON investigator, was on 
vacation and not available. We felt immediate attention to 
this remarkable sighting was required due to the credibil¬ 
ity of witnesses and the high strangeness. 

James and I drove to Colorado Springs in the 
evening of September 18 and interviewed the family. The 
following is the report of our initial investigation. 

We arrived at the home of the witnesses about 
7:PM. After introductions and formalities, James set up 
his Camcorder and each of the three witnesses were inter¬ 
viewed separately on tape, Don was first, then Mary, and 
then Ben. (Names are not real even though they felt it 
would be okay to release their names.) 

All three interviewees reported basically the 
same information about the sighting. There were small 
differences, which is to be expected. Their sighting fol¬ 
lows: 

About 9:10 PM on September 7, 2003, the family 
was watching TV. Mary was in her recliner next to their 
bay window on the North side of the home. Mary glanced 
out the window and saw some lights in the sky, which 
appeared to be in a very strange configuration. She

We need to streamline the investigative process getting all 
states and their investigators on-line and on-board with this project. We have way too many investigators in other states not 
completing and turning in their investigations to MUFON. If we don’t get all the information into the database we can’t 
find the answers. 

Also, Pamela and Christopher Cisneros from Prologix ( www.prolo gix. com ) will be redesigning the international MUFON 
website and you’ll see the new one very soon. Keep checking www.mufon.com and tell your friends! 

So, all in all, 2004 will be a very busy year for CO MUFON and for MUFON. We have a lot to accomplish but I think we 
are all up to the challenge. Thanks to all of you for your help last year and for your help in 2004. Together we can all 
make a difference.

“yelled” to Don and Ben to come and look at these strange 
lights. 

Both went to window and observed the lights. The object 
appeared to be a dark rectangle with a bar of lights in the 
front and in the back. The lights looked like “carnival 
lights”, and pulsed. There appeared to be red lights at each 
comer of the rectangular object. 

They watched the object for about five minutes as 
it traveled to the north and then bank to the east. (Bank is 
the only word that described the turn.) Mary was very ex¬ 
cited about the object and went outside to get a better view 
of the object. When it turned to the east, Mary decided to 
follow the object in her car, since it was only traveling at 
about 5 to 15 mph. Mary followed the object for about 15 
min and then lost it due to trees and buildings blocking her 
view. Mary’s main thought while chasing the object was it 
is a “Flight for Life” helicopter going to the hospital. It 
didn’t stop at the hospital, but continued east. 

The object’s size was reported to be 30’ X 60’ by 
two of the witnesses and the size of a football field by the 
third, altitude was estimated at 300’ above their house, 
speed of 5 mph, and no noise was heard. The size and 
altitude was determined by points of reference to the moun¬ 
tains directly west and northwest of their home. Also, they 
have police helicopters traveling above their home in the 
past and used them as a reference. No other airplanes or 
helicopters were seen in the sky. The speed was deter¬ 
mined by the length of time it took for the object to travel 
north to a mountain of know distance from their home. It 
then turned to the east. Mary was able to follow the object 
in her car, while in traffic, which was another indicator of 
its speed. No noise was heard by them or their dog. They 
stated their dog is frightened of any loud noise and didn’t 
move from the patio deck or even look up. 

All three witnesses are very credible. Don worked 
on a flight line for 20 years and is presently an Assistant 
Principal at a school in Colorado Springs. Mary presently 
works for the Post Office, but has a chemical engineering 
degree and worked for the Atomic Energy Lab. The son is 
very intelligent and articulate, as the whole family is. Don 
knows airplanes and their capabilities. He believes the 
object they saw was not any known airplane, glider, or diri¬ 
gible. 

All three stated they weren’t fearful, but just curi¬ 
ous and excited about seeing the object. There didn’t have 
physiological affects from their sighting, nor did they have 
any missing time. 

The high credibility of the observers and the 
strangeness of this case makes for a very significant sight¬ 
ing. As a follow up. There was a sighting of a similar 
shaped object directly over NORAD later in the month. Ed 
Burke is doing the follow up.

Mysterious Lights Videoed East of 
Denver

On November 29th, 2003 Ethan Rich and myself conducted 
an interview with a witness 40 miles east of Denver in re¬ 
gard to a possible UFO encounter that he had taped on his 
camcorder, roughly 1-1/2 minutes in duration. 

The witness stated that on the night of September 27th, 

2003 he woke up around 1:30am while sleeping on the 
couch, due to his four dogs being restless. As he got up to 
take the dogs outside, the dogs instead ran into his bedroom 
and hid in a closet. At this time the witness noticed a pale 
blue light illuminating outside the house and went outside 
to investigate the source. Doing so, the witness observed a 
round object in the sky to his south. The object consisted of 
four quadrants of lights, each of them displaying a different 
color of light. Red, green, blue and white along with a blu¬ 
ish/purple halo around the object itself. 

After watching the object for a short time, fascinated with 
the colors, the witness then went inside to get his video re¬ 
corder. Doing so, he noticed that his dogs were still hiding 
in the bedroom. Returning outside, the object appeared to 
have changed its intensity but continued to pulsate. Once 
the witness started filming the object, the object started er¬ 
ratic motions, angled up and disappeared. The object made 
no sound. 

Returning into the home, the witness stated that he could 
not coax his dogs out of the bedroom and that his clock 
showed 2:25 am.
